Mention must be made also of our coaches of 
the three ACT Soccer Federation sides — namely 
Petar Vidovic coach of the Canberra City Roos, 
John Doyle coach of the Canberra City Wallabies 
and Keith Hardisty coach of the Canberra City 
Colts. Each has performed an excellent task this 
year and their charges have done them proud. 
Also, their managers must not be forgotten. | 
refer to Gabby Exposito of the Roos, Henry 
Moulis of the Wallabies and Alan McHendry of 
the Colts. Last but by no means least, take a 
bow Mike O'Neill. Mike could be described as 
my right hand, but more appropriately he is my 
left foot. | cannot put into words the help that 
he has been to me this season, To each and every 
one of the men | have mentioned, my sincere 
gratitude is expressed.

The fellows see 
the mistake coming and they say: ‘Here we go 
again’. | can understand the players’ point of 
view. Nevertheless, | do not think that we played 
badly against Adelaide City. 

The second goal came when Bernie Lustica 
made a 20 yard run to help the defence. In the 
last moment, he slipped and the ball was taken 
away. Adelaide City scored and that was the 
match. Of our performances, | thought Terry 
Byrne did very well. As | said in the last pro- 
gram, Terry has been playing excellently in mid- 
field. | know that, when | put him there first in 
Adelaide, he was not too keen on the change, but 
he seems much happier there now. He is pleasing 
me, even though he may not be pleasing a lot of 
people, because he is doing the job that | want 
him to do. He is winning balls in the midfield 
— that is something that we have not been doing 
— and delivering those balls and giving support 
to the forwards, Of course, we have weakened 
the forward line by making this move, but we 
must work as best we can with the resources that 
we have. | think we had most of the game. But 
the team that doesn’t score when it has the 
chances and then gives easy goals away to the 
opposition doesn't deserve to win, no matter how 
well it plays, 

| cannot let the opportunity pass without 
mentioning the President's X1 match against the 
Referees XI for the Canberra Times Charity Cup 
in aid of the Salvation Army. | enjoyed the game 
a lot. | enjoyed getting those two goals too, Also, 
| enjoyed playing with Charles Perkins. We did a 
few 1-2 movements and he can still show a bit of 
the class that made him such a popular player 
when he was in his playing prime. | must mention 
one incident. | was making a bit of arun and one 
of the Referees’ players — surprisingly for a referee 
— played a dirty trick on me, He grabbed hold of 
my hand. ‘What's this?’ | thought, and took off 
even faster. And guess what? The referee, Dennis 
McDermott, ruled against me. | was penalised 
and was supposed to run around the field. Fair 
go! | disobeyed him. | was already late for the 
dressing room. So, | apologise to Mr, McDermott 
for disobeying him. | promise that | will make up 
for it next time we play the referees. 

The next day | played the first half of the 
match for the Roos against West Woden Juventus. 
It was the first full 45 minutes that | have played 
this year. | wish | could have more such oppor- 
tunities during the year but because of my other 
commitments that is impossible. Being on the 
field with them, it was great to experience at first 
hand the difference in the play of the boys and

FRANK COMMENTS 


‘The relegation and promotion system is the 
same as was announced at the beginning of the 
season and has been repeated throughout the 
year’. Those words of authority on the subject 
come from none other than the Manager of the 
Philips Soccer League, Mr. John Frank, and were 
just part of the many interesting comments that 
he had to make during his visit to the national 
capital last week to attend, with his wife, the 
Gold and Blue Ball. He went on to explain the 
promotion and relegation proposals in this way: 
After the weekend of 23 September, we will 
know which are the two teams to be relegated. 
And they will be relegated; there is no doubt 
about that! The fact is that they will have the 
right of re-application. They must reapply by 
30 September. Their re-applications will be 
looked at with all the other applications before 
the League Committee and then a decision will 
be taken who goes into the League. It could be 
one of the two relegated teams, or both of them, 
or neither of them. That decision will be made 
on 6 October. 

John Frank came to the Philips Soccer 
League with a wealth of experience in the media, 
specifically in television and the stage. A testi- 
mony to his skill is QTQ Channel 9 in Brisbane 
for which for so many years he was the guiding 
light. John says that, when the decision was 
taken to form the national soccer league, the 
Australian Soccer Federation considered that 
somebody from outside soccer should come in 
and take over the administration of the PSL, He 
adds: ‘Administrators in sport can become a bit 
insular and sometimes not see the wood for the 
trees. The ASF thought that somebody from out- 
side could be a breath of fresh air in the soccer 
atmosphere. | will leave it to others to say 
whether | have done that’. 

John views the first three years of the PSL as 
a success, but he is guarded in his comments, lest 
it be thought he is pushing his own barrow. 
‘Many people have asked in the last three years 
how | measured its achievements. If | say that it 
has been a great success, people may misconstrue 
the comment and take it as self praise. If | say 
it has not been successful, | am not being truthful. 
So, what | always say is that it has been a relative 
success. | say that for this reason; In the beginning 
people said: ‘It will not work'’ There were so 
many people against it — even people from out- 
side soccer. They did not give the PSL much 
chance. Now we are finishing our third year with 
clubs clamouring to get in and commercial enter- 
prise showing great interest. Media awareness is 
much greater. If you look at that as the answer, 
well, | must say that it has been a success.’ 

In Canberra, we are aware of the applications 
from the newly formed Canberra Diplomats and 
the Wollongong district among others for PSL 
admission, Many administrators claim that the 
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PSL should look to expand the code in all areas 
of Australia before areas such as Canberra see 
another PSL team. That raises the question of 
Tasmania and Western Australia. John Frank 
sees little hope for the ‘State of Excitement’ at 
this time. ‘Three years ago, the admission of 
Western Australia was a burning question. | think 
that with the cost of air travel being what it is 
it will be almost impossible to include that 
State in the foreseeable future unless it can find 
an additional $100,000 for the air fares’. 

We have all heard reference to the possibility 
of New Zealand coming into the PSL and John 
admits that that arose really as a bit of a joke. 
Ata meeting of the ASF, the President, Sir Arthur 
George (John Frank's father-in-law) when air 
fares generally were discussed, commented that it 
was cheaper to fly from Sydney to Auckland 
than it was to travel from Sydney to Perth. 
Somebody joked: ‘Well, jet’s get a team from 
New Zealand’, John Frank continues: ‘The joke 
actually has become much more serious because 
| believe that a couple of New Zealand teams are 
actually actively lobbying and looking at joining 
our League. That would be a very interesting ex- 
periment. | do not know that we can actually 
meet that development next year’ 

At season’s end, when the points and position 
on the table are concrete, plans and hopes turn 
to the new year and what it holds. John Frank 
answered that question from the PSL's angle: ‘In 
1980, the competition will still stay with 14 
teams, although some people are saying that we 
should enlarge the number. We acknowledge 
that. | think it would be a great idea to have 16 
and eventually 18, 20 or even 22. But the time is 
not yet right for that. The cost of travel is against 
it. That is our greatest expense. This year alone, 
we are paying a quarter of a million dollars just 
in team travel. The greater expansion now would 
be a bit premature, But one never knows what is 
around the corner. We certainly would like to 
enlarge the League’. 

Referring to the comments by’ the Prime 
Minister at the Gold and Blue Ball to the effect 
that the Australian Broadcasting Commission 
possibly would have a greater commitment to 
soccer in the new season, John Frank said: ‘We 
had discussions with the Prime Minister some 
weeks ago and subsequently we also had dis- 
cussions with the Minister for Post and Tele- 
communications, Mr, Tony Staley, and the Chair- 
man of the ABC as well as management of the 
Commission. We are discussing with them a num- 
ber of points. We gave the ABC a proposal and it 
is working on it. In the meantime we have had 
some very encouraging inquiries from two other 
networks, which shall remain nameless, for the 
time being, but | am reasonably confident that 
we will have Australian soccer on television in 
some form in 1980’.

Canberra City’s leading goalscorer for this 
season, Terry Byrne, regards his goals against 
Footscray in Melbourne and Marconi in Sydney 
as his best of the season. Having not seen the one 

* against Footscray, all | can add is that it must 
have been a bobby-dazzler to equal the magic of 
his effort against Marconi. That game against 
Marconi, he says, was the team’s best performance 
all season, perhaps equalled by the first match of 
the season, also against Marconi and won by 
Canberra City 3-1. ‘Why does Canberra play so 
well against the competition leader?’, | asked, 
‘| don’t know whether the lads don't like Marconi, 
but every time | have played them we have 
always pulled out all stops. It’s beaut when that 
happens’. 

Terry started playing soccer in Manchester in 
the junior schoo! competition, He favours the 
method employed in Canberra of starting kids off 
in under 6, 7 and 8 teams in a non-competitive 
friendly atmosphere where the players learn to 
hit the ball and enjoy themselves. Ball skills are 
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developed but he believes there is plenty of time 
for coaching and organising after age 9 or 10. 

Terry played with Preston North End and 
trialled with several clubs including Manchester 
City. He came to Australia following overtures 
from lan Heywood who rang hirn in November 
1977 to ask whether he would consider coming 
to Aussie-land for a season. Terry’s response was 
that he was not interested. lan was persistent and 
rang again on New Year's Day. Terry took a 
couple of days to think about the move and 
decided to come. He has no regrets about his 
decision. 

Given his choice of any three players from the 
PSL to join Canberra City Terry settled first on 
Stuart Baxter. ‘| used to play with Stuart at 
Preston and | know he is a good player. Further- 
more, he is the sort of player Canberra City needs 
— a big solid centre half.’ Second choice: ‘Tony 
Henderson, | think he is another player Canberra 
City needs at the moment — an anchor in mid- 
field, able to win the ball and distribute it to the 
men up front’, And up front? ‘Mark Jankovics. 
He is pretty sharp; he has good ball! control and 
he can score goals’. 

That brought me to the subject 
there is such a beast as an ‘easy goal’. ‘No’, Terry 
asserted. ‘The hardest thing to do in soccer is to 
put the ball in the back of the net, and that is 
what the game is all about. You can be looking 
at a ball, head over it and eye right on, hit it 
crisply and see it hit the bar or fly over the top. 
It happens quite often’. 

So, | asked, what about the constant stories 
that Canberra City needs a striker? Terry's one 
word comment had me looking quickly at my 
shoes for I’d been in a cow pasture the day 
before (or was it Deakin Oval?) and | thought | 
might have tramped some foreign matter into the 
pleasant surrounds of Sports Togs, Upper Level, 
Cooleman Court, Weston Creek’s only sports 
clothing specialist (how’s that for a subtle plug, 
Bob!). 'No! Fair enough, we need a big lad, an 
out and out striker, someone who is good in the 
air and bustles his way through and scores goals 
well. But the basis of any good team is built on 
defence!’ Terry left the comment at that, but | 
suspected that volumes were unsaid. 

The biggest difference Terry sees between the 
team this year and last year is that Canberra City 
has not the strength and depth this year that it 
had last year. ‘Victor has to put the same players 
in the team week in and week out. There is no 
real opportunity for him to make changes. There 
are some good boys in the Roos team, but they 
lack experience’. 
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SYDNEY CITY 


Throughout the PSL this weekend a promoters 
dream situation exists with so many teams in the 
running for the final four positions leading to the 
round robin play off for final honours in the 
competition this year. For Sydney City, the visit 
to Canberra today is of crucial importance, for 
even dropping one point could spell doom for its 
end of season aspirations. Five teams lurk below 
Marconi seeking the final three position. Heidel- 
berg United has a mortgage on a final spot and our 
opponents today must contest the remaining two 
positions with Brisbane City, Adelaide City and 
Newcastle KB United. 

It is hard to equate the highly commercial 
nickname — The Slickers — now attached to 
Sydney City with the formation back in 1939 of 
Sydney Hakoah from which sprang Eastern Sub- 
urbs Hakoah and then Sydney City. The club was 
established by a group of Jewish refugees from 
Nazism in Austria and Germany and was named 
after its famous Viennese namesake. The Hakoah 
name is proudly borne by clubs throughout the 
world and Hakoah teams have won national 
championships in the USA and Israel — not to 
forget our own country. As we mentioned in 
Club Notes last issue, World War I! temporarily 
stifled the progress of Hakoah but 1946 saw it 
back in the Sydney Metropolitan League with 
promotion to Second Division following. The 
march to honours at the highest level had begun. 

It made the top grade of the Sydney Metro- 
politan League in 1954 and won the Southern 
League in 1956. For reasons far too involved to 
encompass here, Hakoah’s officials were instru- 
mental in forming the breakaway NSW Federation 
of Soccer Clubs which, it can justifiably be said, 


revolutionised the game in Australia. There fol- 
lowed a number of championship successes 
capped by its performance in 1968 when it won 
every trophy for which it competed. 

Space dictates that we should jump to the 
formation of the PSL and the winning of the 
initial title in that competition in 1977 by Eastern 
Suburbs Hakoah. The team was then coached by 
its former star player, Gerry Chaldi, who is the 
team’s coach today. In that first season the team 
won 13 matches, drew 11 and lost only two for a 
total of 37 points, scoring 52 goals and having 28 
recorded against it. Last year, it was runner up to 
West Adelaide, gaining 35 points from 15 wins, 5 
draws and six losses, !t scored 49 goals — topping 
the goal scoring for the League for the second 
successive year — with 27 against. 

Sydney City is replete with talent. Todd 
Clarke is in his third season with the club and is 
well protected by an outstanding defence includ- 
ing Kevin Mullen, Eddie Thomson, Henry Mow- 
bray, Steve O'Connor and lan Bruce. In the 
midfield are John Stevenson and Murray Barnes 
with lan Souness and wingers Joe Watson and 
Hilton Silva. Strikers Ernie Campbell, Terry 
Smith and Nelio Borges are a handful for any 
defence and always around is Mark Trenter who 
seems adept at filling any position required of 
him, Chaldi of course was voted 1978 Coach of 
the Year and he will have his team primed today 
for an all out assault. He will have agonising 
memories of the occasion in 1977 when at Man- 
uka Oval Canberra City drew 0-0 with his team 
and nearly cost it the championship, Oh, that 
Canberra could end the season as it began it — 
with a resounding win over a Sydney based side!

Terry believes the PSL has been fairly static 
in the last two years. ‘There has been no great 
improvement in the players — the same faces are 
in the same teams.

Don MacLaren has the makings of a reasonable 
prospect.

Mention of Terry's sorties from one end of 
the field to the other — from attack to defence — 
brought the earnest answer: ‘Well, a forward can 
only play as well as the team is playing. If it is 
defending all the time, he is at a disadvantage; if 
it is attacking, he has all the opportunities. Ifa 
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defender comes from the back, you have to 
accept your. responsibility to cover the gap his 
movement creates, Other players are marking 
their players. | am always ready to fall back if 
the need arises’. 

One readily appreciates that Terry is dis- 
appointed that in his two years with the team it 
has not done as well as everyone would want it 
to. He has hope that it can do better in the new 
season. His philosophy about goalscoring is 
simple: ‘If the ball comes to you and you get the 
chance to score, you try your best’, A conversa- 
tion such as we had was most illuminating. 
Terry's comments and answers were direct and 
bristled with a no-nonsense approach. He demon- 
strated an acute perception of the game and his 
team, Testimony to his ability is his goalscoring 
record and his highly regarded performances this 
year. Terry Byrne has rewarded the Club this 
year with a good goalscoring effort. Let us trust 
that the future is just as rewarding to him and 
that in the years to come with Canberra City he 
will set new goalscoring achievements for us.

Simply put, Canberra should 
have only one team in the forseeable future be- 
cause (1) The PSL is meant to be national and 
other regions and districts have priority over 
existing districts (2) Canberra is not so dedicated 
to soccer following-supporting to allow two 
teams. What family can afford $70 per adult to 
watch a game every week, (3) All Canberrans 
support their team, A city of 200,000 cannot 
identify with two teams, wearing blue and gold 
one week and, for example, red and white the 
next. (4) The world experience is one team per 
city except where a large urban community may 
support more than one team. From a marketing 
point of view (the Americans are expert) there is 
only room for one per town. Even New York 
only manages (and needs) one team, (5) The 
case for a second team from Canberra has not 
been demonstrated. PSL football every weekend 
is not an argument otherwise Perry Park or Went- 
worth Park would be filled every week. Quality 
football and identification by the community are 
the necessary ingredients of PSL. To weaken 
either one in Canberra may cause a serious 
demise in one or both clubs. By the way, why 
stop at two clubs from Canberra? Why not three 
or four PSL clubs? 

So for 1980 or even 1981, two clubs from 
Canberra would do nothing for the PSL and cer- 
tainly cause football problems in Canberra. 

One only for the time being!!

The end of the season is here and it is proper 
that | should write a few words about what we 
have achieved in the first year of the Junior Mem- 
bership Club. Currently, we have 287 paid up 
members. | am reasonably pleased with that num- 
ber, although | had hoped for a much larger 
figure. It is interesting to note that only a quarter 
of that figure came from the association that we 
undertook with the ACT Junior soccer clubs on 
their registration day. Due to the difficulties that 
we experienced in working with a number of the 
members of that organisation, | doubt that we 
will be involved with it in the future. Those in- 
volved there thought that the junior membership 
would be unable to stand on its own without 
their help. We have proved them wrong already. 

We have shown that we can succeed on our 
resources. A most satisfying fact is that all of our 
activities have been funded from our own re- 
sources. We have not been a drain on the finances 
of the club. In fact, we finished the season well in 
the black, which augurs well for expanded activi- 
ties in the new year, The money collected in 
Junior membership fees goes towards the running 
of the Kids Squad Tours of ACT schools, purchase 
of equipment, etc. It is not used solely for junior 
membership activities. Our groups also met the 
cost of the distribution of many ‘free’ tickets to 
our home matches which were handed out dur- 
ing the schools tour in July.
